(2) Persons who are permanent in Grades V & VI 
of the General Cadre of the I.F.S. Branch ‘B* 
or have been officiating in these grades conti- 
nuously for not less than three years on 1st 
January 1960.

(Railway Board) who (a) are permanent clerks; or

Appointments will initially be made against temporary 
vacancies on trial for one year. 

(ii) In the case of candidates who are admitted to the 
examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Clauses (A) and (B) of Rule 7 above, the Commission will 
prepare separate lists of the candidates whom the Com- 
mission in their discretion consider as qualified for ap- 
pointment on the result of the examination, and arrange 
them in their order of merit.

3. No claim for a refund of the fee paid by a candidate 
to the Commission will be entertained nor can this fee be 
held in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

4. The Commission may at their discretion remit the 
prescribed fee where they are satisfied that the applicant 
is a bona fido displaced person from Pakistan and is not 
in a position to pay the prescribed fee. The fee of Rc. 1.00, 
however, must be paid oven by a displaced person when 
asking the Commission for form and this amount will be 
refundable to him, if on receipt of his application his 
claim to be a displaced person is accepted by the Commis- 
sion and his fee is remitted.
